Gazebos proposed, 
comments asked 


Rewrite of a letter presented to the Master 
Planning Committee by Joseph E. Martinez, 
Hartnell Counselor: 

When the old classroom building is razed, a 
small below ground level space with gradual 
sloping walkways will be constructed. | propose 
that in this excavated area two gazebos and a 
number of wooden benches be constructed along 


the walkways to give this area a_ courtyard , 


appearance. This would give this main thorough- 


fare a relaxed, quaint, and leisurely atmosphere - 


where students, faculty, staff, etc. can pause for a 


time or a few mintues. The trees, shrubbery, - 


flowers and lawns. would give a_ further 
comfortable feeling. This kind of plaza or 


congragative area exists in most parts of the world : 


(Latin America, Europe, Middle East, etc.) 

The principal gazebo can be placed on a 
planned grassy area immediately west of the 
opening between the CRAC buildings. It can be 
the size where fine art productions can be 
presented. The wooden benches would be facing 
the gazebo to form an audience effect. 

| have spoken to Vahe Aslanian, Gary Beswick, 
Ron Danko, Robert Lee and various faculty and 
staff, and they enthusiastically support the 


proposal. A comment was received that this area 


would lend itself very well to the Renaissance 
Faire. 

The second gazebo would be a smaller informal 
structure immediately west of the South CRAC 


building.

Property vs human rights 


To the Editor: 

Are fundamental human rights subordinate to 
property rights? This has become an issue that 
we all must consider. It is being tested in several 
areas throughout the U.S. In San Francisco the 
test was at the International Hotelswhere tenants 
‘yere evicted. In LA at the Sun Building in Little 
tokyo, eviction notices are still pending. More 
clearly defined is our right to decent housing less 
important than the right of a corporation to own 
and manage property? 

During the summer months, | joined 10,000 
individuals in S.F. who were fighting for a group 
of elders who had lived in the International Hotel 
for an average of fifty years. We all waited for the 
day when the Police Tactical Squad and Sheriff’s 


Dept. would come to carry out the eviction notice. 


This nine-year fight was about to climax. And the 
many tenants, and others involved still’ do not 
understand why. We still reflect upon that early 
morning when chants of ‘‘We won’t move! No 
way! The police and the courts are the tools of the 
rich man’s rule!’’ broke the silence of the 
morning. 

We then heard the clomping of horseback riders 
in the distance and in the other direction we heard 
the stomping of heavy boots. The eviction was 
being carried out. A few minutes later, over the 
heads of thousands of people in our Human 
Barricade | could see white-helmeted riot police 
holding hard rubber nightsticks, followed by 


' horseback policemen. Before the showdown we 


stood, chanting and meditating, keeping our- 
selves internally peaceful. Then the police on foot 
charged swinging and jabbing their clubs at us. 
Three times they charged and three times we held 
our ground. We then heard over the loudspeaker 
behind us: ‘‘They have broken through the back of , 
the hotel. Everybody move toward Jackson St. 


The emotional pain was so much greater then 
than the physical pain inflicted on us by the police 
nightsticks. many of us suffered for days in 
confusion and depression. The question still 
remains ‘‘Why has the dream of free enterprise 
become the Frankenstein’s monster of reality? 


Are the elderly of this society so useless to big 
business that we have to listen only to big 
business? And more importantly, can we in the 
community let a similar incident take place here in 


etc. is 


Who should have to educate whom, and why? 


Compelling education or governmental agen- 
cies to provide without equally compelling its 
members to individually progress will serve no 
positive purpose. 


Perhaps it is time to take a different view of 
what we call our rights to education (and what not) 
and decide what is actually a right and what is 
merely a further shedding of individual responsi- 
bility. : 

A major problem with responsibility is that 
when one is willing to accept it, others find it 
easier to allow them to. - J 

Merely because some agencies or indjviduals 
are willing to accept responsibility is no reason to 
burden them with the problems of all.

Know your government | 


Here are some key issues that Congress will be 
considering in the coming weeks. Rather than 
oversimplify these complex matters by offering a 
“yes or ‘no’’ questionnaire, | am asking that you 
write and explain your views on the items that 
* concern you. 

Minimum wage 

The House will be deciding on a bill to raise the 
minimum wage to $2.65 and make future 
increases automatic as a set percentage of the 
average industrial wage. ‘ 

Social Security 

Worried that the Social Security system is in 
serious financial trouble, the Administration is 
looking at new approaches such as funding the 
programs partially with general revenue (which 
come from graduated income tax) or raising the 
eligibility age to 68. Some have suggested keeping 
only the retirement program under the Trust Fund 
and financing the other programs with appropria- 
ted funds. 


Illegal aliens 

President Carter has offered a plan that would 
strengthen the Border Patrol, stimulate employ- 
ment' in Mexico, penalize Americans who 
knowingly hire illegal aliens and grant resident 
alien status to those who entered the country prior 
to 1970. 

Panama Canal 

The President has urged support for a new 

treaty which would turn over full control of the 
Canal to Panama in the year 2000 but would retain 
U.S. rights indefinitely in order to insure that the 
waterway stays open to all. 


National Health Care 

Various members of Congress have introduced 
proposals that would replace our present health 
care programs with a comprehensive national 
insurance system. 


Welfare reform 

The President has proposed replacement of all 
current welfare programs with a new system that 
includes an incentive for families to stay together, 
support those unable to work, a requirement that 
the ablebodied do work, and a program of public 
services jobs.

Although the earnings gap between college 
graduates and non-college graduates is narrow- 
ing, in 1974, grads outearned their counterparts 
by $4,500. > 

Further, the college: grad is less likely to be 
jobless than the labor force as a whole, the 
Conference Board says. (The Conference Board is 
a private business research organization.) 

On the other hand, with the supply of 
management and professional graduates far 
exceeding need, some grads have had to accept 
employment as sales clerks and table servers.

The Job Placement Center is located in the 

portable classrooms between the Central Ave. 
parking lot and Merrill Hall. 
University of ‘Connecticut will offer a course this 
fall entitled ‘How to Build an Atomic Bomb!’ It 
would do well to watch what the final exam will be 
(or where it will be). 

Los Medanos College - a movement has 
begun to get teachers to ‘do nothing.’ That’s right 
— nothing. It is hoped that this will stimulate 
students to learn themselves. 

University of California, Berkeley — Until 
student response became obviously negative, in 
order to get a transcript, it was necessary to sign a 
form stating that the student had never ‘‘directly 
participated’ in a campus demonstration nor 
exhibited ‘‘extremely aggressive behavior.’’ 
Some 4,000 students signed before the discontin- 
uation. 

University of Wisconsin, Madison — Students 
formed a ‘Student Tenant Union’ attempting to 
hold down rents and improve services. They fight 
landlords who won’t repair, withhold deposits and 
the like. 

American River College — Among new courses 
being offered for children’s Saturday classes are 
included ‘‘Earthquake!’’, ‘‘Scales, Feathers, and 
Furs,’’ and ‘‘A Rocket Raid Through the Galaxy.’’

Japanese culture in class 
teacher’s 
technique for learning 


The world should learn to make friends instead 
of killing each other, right? 

That’s what Dr. Kyung-Cho Chung believes. 
And he puts his philosophy to practice Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings at Hartnell when he 
teaches an elementary Japanese class. 

Dr. Chung plays 8-track tapes of Japanese 

music, shows films about Japan and constantly 
drills his students so that they are immersed in the 
culture. 
*. ““V’'ve always had more than 40 students in my 
class,’’ said Dr. Chung. ‘’They have to enjoy the 
class. If: they don’t, they won’t learn. the 
language.’’ 

“If you speak the same language you can meet 
each other halfway...you can make friendship, 
peace in the world,’’ he concludes. 

Born and raised in Korea, during the Japanese 
rule from 1910-45, Dr. Chung authored several 
books on Korea. 

His last book, Korea: The Third Republic, was 
critical of President Chung Hee Park’s regime. 

“When they had the military coup (the 
overthrow of Syngman _Rhee, Korea’s first 
president), | supported Park’s government. But 
no more,’’ says Dr. Chung. ‘‘He changed the 
constitution and became a dictator.’’ 

Dr, Chung has taught linguistics at the Defense 
Language Institute in Monterey for 27 years.

Aviation instructor Fahey 
teaches, preaches safety

If you’re a small aircraft pilot or. 
aviation student, there’s a man on 
campus who wants to save your life. 

He’s Capt. L. P. Fahey, a retired , 
Air Force and Pan American _ pilot | 
and aviation instructor at Hartnell. 


He’s concerned with changing what 

he thinks’ are _ innefficient pilot 
training methods that lead to hund- 
. reds of deaths each year. Federal 
Aviation Administration figures for 
1976 show a total 1,327 fatalities 
1,031 of which involved ‘‘pilot 
error.’’ 

‘Some flying instructors are inter- 
ested in getting into that airplane 
and logging the hours necessary for 
them to go on to a better job in 
-aviation,’’ says Capt. Fahey. ‘‘The 
students, then, are just an acces- 
sory.’’ 

Indeed, an article in the Oct. issue , 
Flying magazine agrees with Capt. 
Fahey. ‘‘Responsibility. lies 
squarely with the instructional pro- 
cess. . .recognized teaching. tech- 
niques are often ignored with 
predictably poor results,’’ it said. 

“Flight training needs an over- 
haul,’’ according to the article by 
John W. Olcott in the Oct. issue of 
Flying Magazine. 

‘The process used by the 
general aviation industry to 
produce: active pilots is woe- 
fully inadequate. . .character- 
ized by poor instruction, diffi- 
cult learning conditions and 
marginal transference of 
knowledge. . .recognized teach- 
ing techniques are often ignor- 
ed with predictably poor results 
. . responsibility lies squarely 
with the instructional process.’’ 

Poor instruction leads to mistakes 
which lead to accidents and death. 

When improperly trained pilots 
encounter fog, rain, snow, smog or 
such, he says, they may get dizzy or» 


flight:simulator. ° 


lose equilibrium and focus on an 
artificial horizon. 

‘There is no reason for a properly 
instructed pilot to get vertigo,’’ says 
Capt. Fahey. ‘‘All planes have 
instruments by which the pilot can 


‘maintain perfect equilibrium, thus 


preventing unintentional stalls and 
spins.”’- . 

Astall'andspin is when the airspeed 
slows: and insufficient lift. puts the 
plane into a nose-dive. 


“‘l could teach you how to 
come out of a stall and spin in 
30 minutes. It’s very simple. 
Instead of pushing up on the 
rudder controls you push the 
nose down’’ to gain sufficient 
airspeed and thus lift, he said. 
Simple enough, but some 
pilots don’t and lose their lives. 
Improper instrument training is not 
the only overture to death says Capt. 
Fahey. Those accidents blamed on 
mechanical failure might include 
pilots do not properly maintain their 
aircraft. i 
“‘Companies should conduct a real 
good course on the operation of their 
crafts. What they should watch out 


_ for is gas contamination, bad spark 


plugs and such. Right now, they just 
strap them in and say ‘this is the 
throttle this is the gas gauge, etc.’ 
Sometimes the ‘pilots come away 
knowing only what color the plane 
is.” 

So Fahey is committed to better 
teaching methods. ‘‘In my class- 
room,’’ he says, ‘‘! believe that the 
more times a person sees and hears a 
thing, the more likely he is to 
remember it.’’ 


But beyond the classroom, he 
believes that hands-on training is 
essential not in an airplane, but ina 


er 
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‘The noisy cockpit of an 
aircraft is the world’s’ worst 
teaching environment. It is fine 
for practicing what previously 
has been ‘taught’ in a quieter, - 
less distracting, less frighten- 
ing setting. . .simulation offers 
considerable benefits, as in- 
dicated by numerous positive 
examples. . . but it is the rare 
school that uses a flight sim- 
ulator.’’ 


Capt. Fahey owns and operates a 
Link trainer at the Salinas Airport. 


The Link trainer, built in 1946, 


“looks a little funky (remember the 


one in McHale’s.Navy Meets The Air 
Force?) but is actually a very 
complex and sensitive instrument. 
The cockpit is complete with 
artificial horizon, airspeed, flight 
clock. and other instruments. 
“‘guts’’ of the plane are a maze of 
pipes, 38 different bellows to tilt the 


-plane and other intricate machinery. 


A mechanical computer simulates 
wind,: severe icing and other con- 
ditions. 
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There is a control to simulate either 
a big or small plane. And it even has 


an oscillator to shake the instru- 
ments as they would do in a real 
plane. 


“It stalls and spins beautifully,’’ 
Capt. Fahey adds. Capt. Fahey 
bought. the Link from a Vandenburg 
AFB flight club that was wharehous- 
ing it. He says it is similar to the 
ones in use at Fritzche Airfield. 


Capt. Fahey wants to bring his Link 
trainer. to Hartnell for aviation 
students as a lab class and expand 
the two aviation courses offered to an 
associate of arts or cerificate pro- 
gram. 


Manuel Rivera, assistant dean of 
instruction, said the Link lab is in the 
‘“study and proposal stage.’’ 

If the college okays the Link as a lab 
class, it will surpass most junior 
college programs in the state, says 


Capt. Fahey. ‘Most, he says, do not 
have training simulators. 

“There are a lot of good jobs: in 
aviation if only they would give the 
students an education,’’ he says.

Reentry: Mom 


goes back to school

You've all watched this scene: kids race out the 
front door as Mom gives each a kiss on the cheek 
anda lunch sack. 

““'Get good grades today, make Mother proud of 
you!’’ she calls out cheerily. 

Except there’s been a change in the script. 
Mom’s not going to depend on the kids to get good 
grades anymore. More and more, Mom’s out 
getting good grades on her own. In fact, Mom’s 
likely to get higher grades than younger students. 

Alison Paul, counselor and Women’s Program 
Coordinator, comments about women who return 
to school: ‘‘There is a difference between male 
and female re-entry students. A. woman who 
re-enters after being at home for a few years feels 
she won’t do as well as people who are just out of 
high school....most re-entry women worry about if 
they will be successful — often. they turn out the 
most successful. Last year, two out of the top 
three graduating students were re-entry women.’’ 

What's the secret formula for this impressive 
performance by returning women students? 

“These women are coming back to school 
because they want to,’’ answers Paul. ‘‘They 
made the choice, and they have this fantastic life 
experience to use in the classroom. A person 
who’s never been out of the classroom just doesn’t 
have as realistic an outlook.’’ 

Even with realistic outlooks and varied life 
experiences, women who return to the edcational 
system are bound to run into some frustrating 
problems. 

‘‘Men who go back to'school are considered lazy 
because they’ re supposed to be the breadwinners. 
A woman isn’t regarded as lazy — if anything, 
people feel she’s taking on too much. Her 
relatives will say, ‘you are taking time away from 
your family!’ Right now,’’ Paul says, ‘“we’re just 
trying to educate the older women to the fact that 
we want them on campus; that they have 
something to offer.’

Musician learns drafting 


Marilyn Boyd already has a college degree, but 
she came to Hartnell to get another. When she 


. graduated from Fresno State more than 12 years 


ago, she had certificates in music education and 
elementary education. Now she’s a semester away 
from a certificate in drafting. 


‘‘In my student teaching, | had the elementary 
orchestra. Tuning 10 violins every day got to me,’’ 
she explains, so for six years she taught children 
(no music) in grades 3 through 6 in the L.A. area. 


She took up drafting because, ‘‘Now my kids 
are in school all day. | wanted something to do 
with my time. | didn’t know what drafting was, 
but | took an introductory class (at Hartnell). | 
didn’t know if | could compete with these kids, get 


my head in gear to study...One thing that helps 


is that I’m the same age as these instructors. | like 
drafting because you have to think, visualize 
something geometrically and then put it on paper. 
It’s kind of a challenge’. 

Boyd has already drawn up plans for a house 
which is now being built in Chualar Canyon. 


“This builder called. He knew what he wanted 
and could build it himself, but he didn’t have the 
eyesight. So | drew up the plans. 

She is also making plans for remodeling her 
own house. 


Drafting seems such a drastic change from 
teaching but Boyd explains, ‘’| was always into 
crafts, even when | was teaching. | have to work 
with my hands.’’ 


Switching careers wasn’t easy. ‘’At first | got-a 
lot of flack from my husband (he thought that | 
should be at home), but now he knows I’m 
serious: If | do get a job in drafting next year, | 
hope to help with the income.” 

Part of the drafting program involves setting up 
interviews for students.

This form of V.D. is known as Herpes. Merpes 
(known as HSV-111) type 1 can be cured, Herpes 
type 2 (known as HSV-2) cannot be cured, but 
symptoms can be relieved through treatment. 

HSV-1 is usually found above the waist usually 
on or around the lips. In a few cases it has been 
found in or around the sex organs. 

HSV-2 is usually always found in or around the 
sex organs and resembles syphilis lesions. HSV-2 
cannot be cured. It is caused by a virus that cannot 
be killed by presently known antibiotics. This 
means that a person infected with HSV-2 may 
have recurrences throughout life. 

- In most cases the person will not have HSV-2, 
but only a series of tests can establish. the 


diagnosis. 


Untreated syphilis can cause insanity, paraly- 
sis, blindness, deafness heart disease . or 
sometimes death. Syphilis may also be spread by 
tongue kissing if she person with she Sisease has a

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Untreated gonorrhea can cause damage to the 
temale womb, the male urinary tract, sterility, 
arthritis, blindness and rarely death. 

Infected persons often avoid treatment rather 
than face social or parental disapproval. Nice girls 
do get V.D., usually from nice fellows. 

As long as people lead unstable sex lives, there 
can be no certainty that they won’t get V.D. 

One doctor says ‘‘changing sexual mores, the 
rejection of the condom in favor of the pill and 
other forms of birth control, Vietnam War, youth 
revolution of the 60’s all have resulted in 
increased ‘sexual contact. And an increase in 
sexual contact usually means an increase in 
sexually transmitted diseases.’’ Prevention is the 
best hope for controlling V.D. 

Quick and thorough treatment is apparently the 
best way of curbing the present epidemic. 

Venereal disease is not a dirty word. It is a 
serious disease and must be treated and 
controlled. If you are in doubt or just curious

'OW INTERFACING ADDS FASHION 

Wo 1 you see a play on television, you can be sure 
ther .ere many people working behind the scenes to 
bring you a flawless performance. In somewhat the 
same way, when your clothes lack strategic support, it 
affects garment performance and your appearance. 

That’s where interfacing comes in. Interfacing is 
functional fabric used to add shape, support or body to 
the design features of the garment. In addition it helps 
the garment hold that shape, stay fresh and new-. 


. looking longer. For example, the smart Easy-to-sew 


jacket illustrated benefits from interfacing in the collar, 
cuffs, pockets and underlay of the front opening. 

How to buy interfacing? Bring your fashion fabric 
along when you shop. To test, drape fashion fabric over 
interfacing and choose the interfacing that provides the 
right amount of extra body. The 
pattern and finished effect also 
influences your choice. A stand-up 
collar needs more firmness than 
turned-back cuffs. : 

Do you need interfacing with 
knit fabric? There are some areas 
that need interfacing to keep them 
from stretching and to give sup-. 
port. These include zipper and 
buttonhole areas, neckline, collar, 
pockets. 

And, you need this aid for a knit 
garment, whether it is made from 
drapable Jersey or any other type 
of knit; through the whole knit 
gamut to doubleknits. 

Look for the new interfacings 
that add shape, but not stiffness, 
that contribute body and support 
without interfering with drapability. They have the 
unique construction of stretch in one direction for 
flexible, lightweight comfort and stability in the other 
to reinforce and hold the line. 

This combination of stretch and stability allows you 
to make a garment with soft, drapeable body, while still 
controlling its shape. Z
